Promises,  big  smiles,  hand¬ 
shakes  and  more  promises. 

This,  in  the  style  of  old-time 
politicking,  is  what  residents 
of  supervisorial  District  9 
have  been  inundated  with  this 
month  in  '  the  form  of 
literature,  canvassers  at  the 
door,  and  the  candidates, 
themselves. 

Now  with  less  than  a  week 
before  the  Nov.  8  election, 
and  with  the  campaign  in  the 
home  stretch,  the  consensus 
of  opinion  is  that  OMI  resi¬ 
dent  Bob  Covington,  former 
school  board  president  Lee 
Dolson,  and  Bernal  Heights 
resident  Michael  Nolan  are 
the  likely  frontrunners,  with 
former  Chairman  of  the  S.F. 
Housing  Authority  Amancio 
Ergina  and  author /journalist 
Richard  Boyle  and  Vince 
Rovetti  as  possible  dark 
horses. 


But  as  no  actual  poll  is 
available,  it  is  still  an  open 
race.

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Will  Ocean  Ave.  Spruce  Up?

In  the  latest  chapter  of  the 
story  to  upgrade  the  ap¬ 
pearance  and  to  revitalize 
the  Ocean  Avenue  commer¬ 
cial  strip,  $125,000  in  Com¬ 
munity  Development  Block 
Grant  funds  has  been 
designated  to  the  street  by 
the  S.F.  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors. 

Some  of  the  proposed  uses 
for  the  grant,  which  was  re¬ 
quested  through  a  proposal 
submitted  by  the  Housing 
Conservation  Institute  (HCI) 
of  315  Granada  Avenue,  will 
be  for  new  trash  receptacles, 
ornamental  trees, 

decorative  paving  of  several 
intersections,  and  signs  an¬ 
nouncing  the  entrance  to  the 
Ocean  Avenue  commercial 
strip.  $30,000  will  be  held  for 
merchants  in  need  of  low- 
interest  improvement  loans. 

Any  of  the  money  must  be 
approved  by  the  -City  Plan¬ 


ning  Department,  HCI,  and 
the  Ocean  Avenue  Mer¬ 
chants  Association. 

At  a  meeting  Sept.  19  at  the 
City  College  Little  Theater 
hosted  by  HCI,  guidelines  to 
coordinate  the  conglomera¬ 
tion  of  architectural  styles 
along  the  street  were  of¬ 
ficially  presented. 

Charles  Rapp  of  EDAW, 
Inc.,  the  architectural  firm 
hired  by  HCI  under  a  grant 
by  the,  National  Endowment 
of  the  Arts,, said  that  he  felt  it 
was  important  for  Ocean 
Avenue  to  make  “a  unified 
statement  in  contrast  to 
where  it  now  possesses  a 
disunity  of  architectural 
styles.”  His  detailed 
storefront  guidelines  call  for 
coordinated  colors  and  the 
use  of  awnings  to  connect 
units  of  property  along  the 
street.

PLANS  FOR  A  YOUTH  PROGRAM  IN  OMI 


Ecumenical  Parish  Report 

by  Betty  L.  Traynor 


The  Ecumenical  Parish  of 
the  OMI  district  met  Thurs¬ 
day,  September  22,  at  Tem¬ 
ple  Methodist  Church,  when 
more  than  85  members  of  the 
community  attended  to  plan 
a  Youth  Program  for  the 
community.  The  meeting 
was  chaired  by  Pastor  Clark 
Cary  of  Lutheran  Church  of 
Our  Savior. 

Bill  Robinson,  a  member 
of  the  Ecumenical  Parish 
from  Lakeside  Presbyterian 
Church,  gave  a  brief  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  group,  stating  that 
the  Ecumenical  Parish  con¬ 
sists  of  many  of  the 
ministers  and  lay  people 
from  the  Protestant  and 
Catholic  'churches  in  the 
community.  It  began  com¬ 
munity  work  8  years  ago  by 
supporting  the  OMI-CA.  It 
has  since  branched  out  into 
other  community  projects, 
has  seen  the  need  for  a  coor¬ 
dinated  youth  project  in  the 
OMI,  and  has  assumed  the 
sponsorship  of  the  Youth 
Program. 


Two  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  Miss  Carolyn 
Henderson  and  Mrs.  Don- 
neter  Lane,  shared  their  con¬ 
cerns  about  youth  in  OMI. 
Miss  Henderson,  who  work¬ 
ed  with  youth  in  dance 
classes  and  in  the  Together 
Youth  for  Progress  (TYP) 
program,  described  such 
needs  of  youth  as  self-image, 
self-discipline,  and  reading 
skills.  She  felt  that  love, 
understanding  and  respect 
should  be  encouraged.  While 
not  wanting  to  blame  a 
specific  facet  of  youth 
development,  she  said  that 
the  youth  had  to  be  involved 
in  directing  their  own  ac¬ 
tivities,  with  adult  support, 
in  order  to  learn  and  over¬ 
come  frustrating  failure.  She 
emphasized  that  adults  don’t 
give  enough  credit  to  those 
who  fail  and  reward  only  the 
winners.  She  stressed  com¬ 
munity  support,  such  as 
block  sharing,  to  be  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  youth  activi¬ 
ty.

Mrs.  Lane,  a  long-time  and 
well-known  resident  of  the 
community,  described  the 
Christian  nature  of  the  group 
present  and  expressed  the 
Christian  conviction  that  “I 
am  my  brother’s  keeper”, 
declaring  that  people  must 
use  the  positive  Christian 
stance  of  love  and  concern 
for  youth.  “Youth  of  OMI 
have  no  place  to  go,  no  one  to 
help  them  learn,  no  youth¬ 
serving  agency  in  the  area,” 
Mrs.  Lane  said.  She  ex¬ 
pressed  how  important  it  is 
that  the  young  people  learn 
and  grow  in  order  to  be 
useful  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity,  but  more  important¬ 
ly,  because  they  are  the  com¬ 
munity;  they  are  the  Chur¬ 
ch.  Many  times  during  her 
speech,  support  for  her 
understanding  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  was  expressed  by  the 
audience. 

Pastor  Cary  also  spoke, 
not  only  as  a  minister  but 
also  as  a  resident  and  father 
of  three  children.  “The  youth 
are  partners  in  the  com¬ 
munity  and  the  Church  now 
and  we  must  be  concerned 
now,”  he  stated.  He  felt  the 
concerns  could  be  met  by  a 
cohesive,  coordinated  Youth 
Program  to  come  out  of  this 
meeting.  He  next  presented 
an  outline  for  the  Youth  Pro¬ 
gram  which  consisted  of  6 
areas  or  committees  which 
those  present  could 
volunteer  to  participate  in. 

A  lively  discussion  led  to 
the  formation  of  six  commit¬ 
tees  and  a  Steering  Commit¬ 
tee  consisting  of  the  chairs  of 
each  committee. 

The  6  committees  are:  pro¬ 
gramming,  personnel,  fund¬ 
ing  and  finance,  site  loca¬ 
tion,  writing  of  proposal,  and 
publicity.  The  Steering  Com¬ 
mittee  had  its  first  meeting 
Thursday,  September  29, 
and  the  other  committees 
are  beginning  to  meet.

The 
grocery  at  that  time  was  just 
across  the  street  from  the 
Southern  Pacific  Lakeview 
train  station  and  the  center 
of  a  small  community  that 
was  rather  isolated  from  the 
city  until  the  M-car  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  Muni  down  Ran¬ 
dolph  St.  The  family  lived 
over  the  store  in  a  flat  where 
Paul  and  Marie  raised  all  of 
their  nine  children.  All  the 
children  worked  in  the  store 
at  some  time  or  other,  three 
of  the  children  still  do.  And 
Elmer,  68,  who  does  the 
deliveries  and  produce 
marketing,  still  lives  over 
the  store.

GGNRA  IS  SITE  FOR  - 
YOUTH  CONSERVATION  CAMP 


Rep.  Phillip  Burton  recent¬ 
ly  praised  the  initiative  by  the 
Secretary  of  Interior  in 
creating  a  Young  Adult  Con¬ 
servation  Corp  Camp  pro¬ 
gram. 

“This  project  should  be 
beneficial  to  those 
unemployed  youths  aged  16  to 
23  who  have  an  interest  in  the 
environment,”  Rep.  Burton 
said.  “And  I’m  happy  to  an¬ 
nounce  that  the  Golden  Gate 
National  Recreation  Area 
will  be  one  of  the  10  target 
sites  for  the  initial  stage  of 
the  project.” 

An  appropriation  of 
$205,100  has  been  made  to  the 
GGNRA  to  fund  the  camp  at 
the  site  for  the  first  quarter  of 
fiscal  year  1978.  Fifty 
enrollees  will  participate  in 
the  program  each  quarter, 
and  have  the  opportunity  to 
earn  the  national  minimum 
wage.

The  applications  will 
be  referred  to  the  Corps 
Headquarters  and  the  ap¬ 
plicants  called  in  for  inter¬ 
views. 

Much  needed  conservation 
work  and  development  of 
park  programs  in  both  San 
Francisco  and  Marin  will  be 
included  in  the  CC  work.  The 
Corps  will  be  headquartered 
at  Fort  Mason.

Through  Yerba  Buena  and 
the  12.5  billion  city’s  sewer  project  thousands  of  jobs  can  be 
made  available  to  District  #9  residents  from  these  two  huge 
city  projects  alone  given  the  insight,  know-how  and  courage 
to  act,  that  Ed  Freeman  possesses.  “Hire  community 
residents  first”  is  Ed  Freeman’s  motto.  Ed  Freeman  recent¬ 
ly  negotiated  with  the  motion  picture  and  television  industry, 
Contracts  Services  Administration  and  Teamsters  Union 
Local  #399  in  Los  Angeles,  California  to  obtain  jobs  for 
unemployed  community  residents.

He  worked  to  help  develop  the  Drivers  Training 
Manual  for  this  very  fine  escort  service.

Parents,  teachers  and  children  at  many  community 
schools  in  District  #9,  i.e.,  Balboa  High,  James  Denman  Jr. 
High,  Sheridan  Elementary  among  others  are  well  ac¬ 
quainted  with  Ed  Freeman  and  his  sincere  efforts  to  improve 
school  conditions.  This  man  helped  establish  a  freedom 
school  one  summer  with  the  Board  of  Education’s  sanction 
when  the  school  system  refused  to  operate  a  summer  school 
in  the  O.M.I.  community.  Ed  Freeman  is  committed  to  stu¬ 
dent  rights  and  quality  education  for  all  the  city’s  schools. 


NEIGHBORHOOD  LEGAL  AID 

As  a  member  of  the  San  Francisco  Neighborhood  Legal 
Assistance  Foundation  representing  both  Hunters  Point  and 
Ingleside  citywide,  he  has  fought  for  the  rights  of  the  poor  to 
have  legal  counsel.  Ed  Freeman  and  associates  forced  the 
Board  of  Directors  to  establish  a  legal  aid  satellite  office  in 
the  O.M.I.  community  for  five  months  on  a  trial  basis.  This 
man  is  courageous,  bright  and  loves  to  fight  for  the  rights  of 
his  people  in  District  #9. 

CHILD  CARE  CENTERS 

Ed  Freeman  is  especially  proud  of  the  part  he  played  in 
bringing  a  child  care  center  to  the  O.M.I.  community  located 
at  205  Victoria  Street.  He  worked  diligently  on  this  project  for 
two  years  before  finally  winning.  Parents  in  the  community 
are  now  able  to  leave  their  children  in  capable  hands  while 
themselves  attending  school  or  working  on  their  jobs.  We 
need  more  child  care  centers  in  District  • . 


E.O.C.  COMMUNITY  PLANNING 
AND  SURVEY  GRANT 

As  an  elected  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  E.O.C. 
Ed  Freeman  delivered  a  $50,000  planning  and  survey  grant  to 
the  O.M.I.  community  to  ascertain  the  community’s  needs 
and  priorities.  Jobs  training  programs,  housing,  recreation, 
legal  aid  and  health  concerns  headed  the  list.  Once  the  com¬ 
munity  needs  had  been  identified  Ed  Freeman  began  to  fill 
those  needs  by  creating  and  developing  as  assortment  of  pro¬ 
grams  addressing  themselves  to  the  problems. 

FOOD  STAMP  PROGRAM 

Ed  Freeman  recognized  the  need  for  a  food  stamp  outlet  in 
the  O.M.I.  community.  Community  residents  and  seniors  had 
to  go  outside  the  community  and  sometimes  half  way  across 
the  city  to  purchase  their  stamps  to  feed  their  families.  Ed 
Freeman  and  his  organization  successfully  presented  the 
community’s  case  before  the  Department  of  Social  Services 
and  found  the  necessary  funds  to  open  the  community’s  own 
food  stamp  outlet  at  1944  Ocean  Ave.  He  proposes  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  food  stamps  outreach  program  to  spread  the 
word  to  needy  families  not  receiving  stamps  to  curb  famine 
and  hunger  in  District  #9.

Dear  Neighbor, 

We  live  in  the  Ingleside.  We  care  about  our  neighborhood.  We  care  about 
the  future  of  San  Francisco.  There  are  13  people  running  for  supervisor 
from  District  9.  We  support  Bob  Covington,  and  we  would  like  to  tell  you 
WHY. 

Bob  Covington  was  the  primary  force  which  began  the  movement  for 
District  Election  of  Supervisors  in  San  Francisco  in  1971.  He  maintained 
his  leadership  role  through  Proposition  K  in  1973,  Yes  on  T  in  1976  and  No 
on  A  &  B  in  1977.  Without  Bob’s  work,  especially  in  those  early  years,  it  is 
questionable  whether  we  would  have  district  elections  today. 

Bob  Covington  played  a  key  role  in  developing  the  San  Francisco  Com¬ 
munity  Congress  in  1975.  This  was  a  crucial  step  in  building  the  coalition 
that  made  district  election  of  supervisors  a  reality. 

He  has  management  and  administrative  experience.  He  has  worked  on 
and  written  legislation  (Section  3  of  the  Federal  Housing  Act,  for  in¬ 
stance).  We  have  found  him  to  be  creative  in  his  approach  to  community 
organizing  and  he  has  roots  not  only  in  his  home  community,  the  Ingleside, 
but  in  the  larger  community  that  is  San  Francisco.  We  have  worked  with 
Bob  and  have  experienced  his  willingness  and  ability  to  confront  tradi¬ 
tional  power  and  to  develop  new  approaches  to  old  problems. 

The  new  Board  of  Supervisors  will  most  probably  contain  at  least  4  in¬ 
cumbents.  The  others  will  be  relatively  new  to  government  and  to  power. 
Bob  will  not  be  a  supervisor  trainee.  As  a  community  person  he  has  been 
working  with  the  City  Charter,  the  Budget  and  the  bureaucracy  of  San 
Francisco  for  many  years.  He  was  the  Executive  Director  of  the  municipal 
court-sponsored  San  Francisco  Pretrial  Diversion  Project.  As  an  urban 
consultant  he  has  helped  to  reorganize  the  governments  of  cities  around 
this  country  (Fresno  and  Denver  to  name  two). 

This  district  elected  Board  will  be  diverse  and  represent  a  wide  range  of 
interests  and  backgrounds.  The  supervisors  will  have  to  work  together 
very  much  like  a  coalition  to  avoid  narrow  parochial  actions  (and/or 
failures  to  act).  Bob  Covington  is  a  master  coalition  builder.  He  has  proven 
ability  to  bring  people  together  around  issues  and  to  get  work  done.  This  is 
a  skill  which  is  not  possessed  by  any  other  candidate  for  supervisor  in 
District  9. 

Bob  is  committed  to  the  District  9  Community  Congress  Platform  —  its 
development  and  its  implementation.  This  platform  was  developed  by  hun¬ 
dreds  of  residents  of  District  9  including  many  of  us.  It  is  not  a  perfect 
document.  It  has  strengths  and  weaknesses.  It  is,  however,  the  most  com¬ 
prehensive  program  which  we  have  seen  for  the  future  of  District  9  and 
San  Francisco. 

We  chose  to  call  the  campaign  People  With  Covington,  because  we 
believe  it  is  a  new  approach  to  electoral  politics.  When  we  elect  Bob  to  the 
Board  we  will  be  taking  advantage  of  our  best  opportunity  to  make  district 
elections  work.  We  will  not  let  Bob  go  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Alone. 
We  will  be  there  when  the  Board  meets  to  give  him  support  in  articulating 
the  needs  and  priorities  of  Ingleside  and  District  9.  And,  Bob  will  be  in  the 
District  talking  with  you  and  with  us  to  find  out  what  those  needs  are  and  to 
gether  our  active  support  and  participation  as  we  work  together  to  make 
real  changes  in  the  way  this  city  is  run.

When  driving  past  the  OMI 
home  of  Frank  Hood,  most 
people  can’t  help  but  turn 
tneir  heads  and  stare. 

Amid  the  solid  row  of  at¬ 
tached,  well-groomed  homes 
which  climb  the  hill  up  to  the 
600  block  of  Capitol  Avenue 
is  a  home  fronted  by 
American  Flags,  ram 
antlers,  crepe  paper  decora-, 
tions,  tinsel  streamers,  pen¬ 
nants  and  a  dozen  or  so 
ceramic  figurines.

cisco  homes  for  more  than 
two  decades,  beginning  back 
when  the  S.F.  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  gave  awards  for  the 
best  home  decorations  dur¬ 
ing  the  Christmas  season.  He 


won  a  first-place  award  one 
year  and  a  second-place 
award  another. 

Originally  from  Louisiana, 
Hood  has  been  a  San  Fran¬ 
ciscan  since  1940.  He  worked 
at  the  Navy  Supply  Depot  in 


Oakland  until  1946,  then  did 
construction  work  and  was 
self-employed  until  retire¬ 
ment  several  years  ago.  A 
commercial  sign  now  nailed 
to  his  backyard  fence 
reminds  him  of  his  former 
business;  it  reads:  Frank 
Hood,  Moving  —  General 
Hauling  —  City-Wide,  Hood 
Never  Turns  His  Back  On  A 
Deal. 

In  retirement,  Hood  con¬ 
siders  himself  as  active  as 
ever,  spending  much  of  his 
time  at  local  construction 
sites.  By  getting  to  know  the 
contractors  and  workers  and 
by  helping  with  security  at 
the  McDonald’s  and  Grand 
Auto  job  sites  on  Ocean 
Avenue,  he  was  given 
surplus  building  materials  to 
use  in  building  a  retaining 
stone  wall  and  a  new  fence  in 
his  backyard. 

“At  70  years  of  age  I  still 
can  outwork  18-year-olds  in 
my  type  of  work,”  he 
boasted.  “I’m  the  ambitious 
type  and  I  like  to  see  things 
in  order.  I’ve  always  worked 
fast,  walked  fast.” 


Somewhat  in  conjunction 
with  his  outdoor  displays, 
Hood  regularly  has  garage 
sales,  offering  a  full  range  of 
reclaimed  items,  from  tools 
and  appliances  to  78rpm 
records  and  ice  skates. 

“I  don’t  throw  away 
anything  that’s  useful,”  he 
said.  “There’s  always  going 
to  be  a  market  for  these  dif¬ 
ferent  items.” 

Dressed  in  a  bright  blue 
jump  suit  with  a  blue  and 
white  strip  and  a  brass  whis¬ 
tle  clipped  to  the  collar, 
Hood  admitted  that  although 
he  gets  many  compliments 
on  his  exhibits,  not  all  his 
neighbors  appreciate  his  ef¬ 
forts.  But  he  is  a  feisty  man, 
ready  to  take  on  his 
challengers. 

“This  thing  ain’t  doing 
anybody  any  harm,”  he  said. 
“I’m  satisfied  with  it.  If 
they’re  educated  people  who 
understand,  then  they’ll  like 
it.  But  if  they  don’t  like  it, 
they  don’t  have  to  look.  It’s 
none  of  their  business.”

A  successful  Creative 
Dramatics  For  Young  People 
program  continues  at  San 
Francisco  State  University 
where  it  was  instituted  two 
years  ago.

Broderick,  after  his  death 
in  the  1S59  duel,  was  nearly 
martyred  by  San  Francisco 
society.  His  funeral  was  the 
largest  the  city  had  ever 
seen,  and  the  political 
backlash  against  the 
Chivalry  Party  carried 
California  to  an  anti-slave 
position  in  the  U.S. 


JUDGE  DAVID  S.  TERRY 

Terry  returned  to 
Sacramento  after  the  duel, 
thinking  that  the  matter  had 
been  settled  and  Broderick 
would  quickly  recover.  He 
had  resigned  his  post  as 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  California  because 
of  the  duel,  but  planned  to 
take  up  duties  after  the  mat¬ 
ter  was  settled.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  Broderick  died.  Terry 
was  brought  before  the  law, 
but  acquitted.  His  career 
was  finished.  He  roamed 
California  trying  to  regain 
political  clout,  had  an  argu¬ 
ment  with  a  State  Senator  on 
a  train  going  to  Fresno  and 
attempted  to  settle  it  with  his 
knife.  The  Senator’s 
bodyguard  drew  his  gun  and 
shot  Terry  dead.

Broderick  slept  uneasily  at  Ocean  View  House  the 
night  before  the  fatal  duel  with  Terry  on  September  13, 
1859.  This  roadhouse  was  across  the  street  from  the 
Ocean  View  Coursing  Park,  the  neighborhood  race 
track.  The  track  was  owned  by  Cornelius  Stagg  who,  a 
few  years  later,  was  to  build  the  Ingleside  Inn  on  the 
corner  of  Ocean  Avenue  and  Junipero  Serra  Blvd. 
where  Glendale  Federal  is  building  their  new  bank. 
The  story  of  the  Ocean  View  race  track  is  interwoven 
with  the  pre-1880  history  of  our  section  of  the  city  and 
you'll  be  bearing  more.
